The results of these investigations

I should like to give here a synopsis 


of this report, but even this would re- 
quire more space than can be given to 
a mere newspaper article. So the mer- 
est summary of the results and conclu- 
sions is all that will now be under- 
aken. 


It has been found that there are un- 


der Irrigation in the basin of the Truc- 
kee river, in round numbers, 42,500 
.cres of land, of which 8500 acres are 
n Washoe Valley ana along Steam- 
boat Creek to the south of Steamboat 
Springs, about 3000 acres on the lower 
reaches of tho Truckee river, below 
Vista, and about 31,000 acres in the 
Reno Valley, or between Vista and the 
:alifornla-Nevada line. Of this latter 
rpa, some 1350 acres are watered from 
mall tributaries of the main stream. 
There are eight separate companies, 


at as many different points, using the 
waters of the Truckee for power pur- 
poses, developing In 
the aggregate, 


about 5000 actual horse-power, and us- 
ing for this purpose a maximum of 
about 320 cubic feet of water per sec- 
ond, the same water being afterwards 
used for Irrigation, during the season 
of crop growth, but going to waste 
at other times. Except for the making 
of ice in the winter and to u limited 
extent for domestic supply, the forego- 
ing comprise the only uses to which 
the waters of the Truckee are now put. 


The measurements of 
the stream 


discharge which have been made show 
that the discharge above all the irriga- 
ting ditches now diverting water for 
use In Nevada varies from a minimum 
of about 200 cubic feet per second (10'- 
000 inches under four Inch pressure), 
during low stage in dry years, to a

* | (350,000 Inches) during flood stage In 
f I wet years. They also show that from 


400,000 to upwards of 1,000,000 acre— 
feet of water annually go to waste, over 
and above that which Is used in Irri- 
gation and otherwise.

this surplus or waste water available 
for use, storage reservoirs must 
be 


constructed. In which It may be im- 
pounded and drawn upon when requir- 
ed .
